NEW SCANDINAVIAN COURSE AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- The Norwegian language and Danish, Norwegian, and 
Swedish civilization will be studied in a new experimental course entitled 
"Beginning Scandinavian" at George Washington University this fall. 

It will be the only tri-cultural course on Scandinavia offered within 
the consortium of eight Washington colleges and universities. 

The one-semester class in GWU's department of Germanic languages and lit¬ 
eratures will meet from 4:00 to 5:15 p.m. on Tuesdays and Thursdays beginning 
Sept. 11. Students also will attend a 50-minute language laboratory session 
each week. 

Second-, third-, and fourth-semester Scandinavian will be available if 
there is sufficient demand. A second semester would cover readings in Scandi¬ 
navian classical literature (original texts), which also would be emphasized 
in following semesters. 

It is hoped a Scandinavian studies program can be developed if there is 
ample interest in the experimental courses. 

Course planners estimate there are more than 14,000 members of first-, 
and second-generation Scandinavian families in the Washington area. Persons 
who are not degree candidates at GWU may enroll in the course, as well as stu¬ 
dents who may use it as an elective toward a degree. The course presently 
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does not satisfy language requirements at the university. 

Scandinavian embassies here have offered assistance with the course. 

Other resources will include GWU's collection of several thousand Icelandic 
and Scandinavian books, one of the largest holdings of Scandinavian literature 
in the Washington area. 

Bjorn Netland, course instructor, explained the tri-cultural approach: 

"The Norwegian, Danish, and Swedish languages are so close that they are 
often considered dialects of one language. Norwegian being somewhat in between 
Danish and Swedish, it will be used as the median language. All writing will, 
therefore, be in Norwegian. The approach to Danish and Swedish will be through 
reading and some listening." 

Netland is a native of Norway and a former seaman and teacher on European 
ships. He received a Bachelor of Arts degree in German and a Master of Arts 
degree in linguistics from GWU and will be a candidate for a Doctor of 
Philosophy degree in Germanic literatures at the University of Maryland this 
fall. He has taught Norwegian for the Sons of Norway, a local ethnic organize* 
tion.

WOMEN STUDENTS NEED WOMEN FACULTY, STUDY INDICATES 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- A study of 1,100 successful career women and 
their undergraduate schools by a George Washington University Medical 
Center professor shows that as the women faculty/women student ractio 
increased, so did the output of women achievers. 

The study by Dr. M. Elizabeth Tidball, a professor of physiology, 
also shows that the higher the percentage of men students at the schools, 
the smaller the number of successful career women graduated. 

Her study sample was taken at random from the fourth, fifth, and 
sixth editions (1966-71) of Who's Who of American Women . 

The women faculty/women student ratios in all of the undergraduate 
institutions studied declined markedly during the past 40 years, Dr. Tid¬ 
ball says in an article on the study in the spring issue of Educational 
Record. 

"The young woman who has few adult women in her college environment 
suffers from a lack of models for achievement in other than biological 
areas," she said. 

"...Until the number of women academic professionals is increased 
and their status considerably improved, the benefit to society from women's 
greater access to higher education will be minimal."

SANSKRIT BEING OFFERED TO UNDERGRADUATES FOR FIRST TIME AT OWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C, -- Sanskrit —the ancient Indie language and 
the classical language of India and Hinduism ~~ wil,!. be offered at 
George Washington University for the first time on the undergraduate 
level this fall. 

The class will meet from 1:10 to 2:00 p.m. on Monday, Wednesday, 
and Friday beginning Monday, Sept. 10. In addition, students will 
spend one hour each week in the language laboratory. 

The course is being offered by the OWU department of Germanic 
languages and literatures, in cooperation with the department of 
religion. 

Students will read original texts, among them selections from 
the epic Mahabharata (including the Bhagavadgita) . the collection of 
fables Hitopadesha . the legal code Manavadharmashastra , and Vedic 
literature (including numerous mantras). 

‘Traditionally, Sanskrit has been taught on the graduate level 
as part of a program in historical, comparative linguistics. 

However, there has been a trend in recent years toward making the 
language available to undergraduate students interested in studying 
the literature, religion, and philosophy in the original," says 
Dr. James C, King, who has taught graduate courses in Sanskrit and 
Indo-European linguistics at GWU and will be teaching the new course. 
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'Sanskrit continues to be the sacred language of Hinduism and there 
are numerous Buddhistic writings in the language," he adds. "The various 
systems of Yoga are based on sacred Sanskrit texts. Moreover, Sanskrit 
is pertinent to the study of Indo-European linguistics, anthropology, 
history, art, and music."

CAMBRIDGE IS SITE OF EASTERN SHORE CENTER FOR 
GWU MASTER'S PROGRAM IN EDUCATION 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Cambridge, Md., is the site 
of George Washington University's new Master of Arts in 
Education degree center for the Eastern Shore of Maryland. 

Initial courses this fall will be conducted at 
Cambridge Senior High School. The weekly classes will 
begin after registration on Tuesday, Sept. 11, from 4 to 
7 p.m. at the high school. The courses are: 

--Foundations of Reading Instruction 
Wednesdays , 6-9 p.m. 

--Human Relations in Education 
Mondays, 4:30-7:30 p.m. 

--Introduction to Special Education 
Thursdays , 4-7 p.m. 

--The Diagnostic-Prescriptive Teacher 
Thursdays , 4-7 p.m. 

In addition to serving degree candidates, the 
courses will be open to certified teachers on a non-degree 
basi s. 

The center was planned by the College of General 
Studies and the School of Education of GWU, and school 
staff development officials on the Eastern Shore. 
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A preliminary survey by Anne Currier, university 
representative for M.A. in Education programs, indicated 
that more than 200 teachers and other school personnel 
were interested in advanced degree programs not otherwise 
available on the Eastern Shore. 

"We anticipate a minimum of 25 degree candidates 
in each area," according to Ms. Currier. (Courses in 
each sequence will be offered on a pilot basis until this 
number have been accepted into the program.) 

Dean Rodney Tillman of the School of Education 
plans to name a resident program counselor for the center. 
Library resource materials will be available to the 
students at the new Dorchester County library in Cambridge.
